“ Probationer  ” is  admitted  and  entered  on  the  Register  as  a 
“ Scholar.” 

Application  forms  are  obtainable  from  the  Principal. 

Scholarship  Examinations. — The  Examinations  for  these 
Scholarships  are  held  in  the  first  week  in  July  and  the  first  week 
in  December.  Candidates  successful  in  July  enter  the  College 
as  “ Probationers  ” in  the  Michaelmas  Term  following  ; those 
successful  in  December,  the  . Easter  Term  following. 

Candidates  will  be  required  to  read  and  write  Braille  with 
facility  and  correctness  ; be  well  grounded  in  Arithmetic,  History, 
and  Geography,  and  be  able  to  write  an  essay  on  any  ordinary 
subject.  The  above  subjects  are  essential,  but  credit  will  be 
given  for  knowledge  of  any  standard  book  in  prose  or  poetry, 
as  well  as  practical  acquaintance  with  other  subjects. 

In  the  case  of  a Candidate  who  has  become  blind  after  the  age 
of  sixteen  and  not  had  the  opportunity  of  acquiring  a knowledge 
of  Braille  since  losing  his  sight,  evidence  of  ability  to  acquire  that 
knowledge  will  he  regarded  as  satisfactory. 

It  is  most  important  that  parents  and  friends  should  enter 
intending  Candidates  for  examination  at  the  earliest  moment 
possible,  as  successful  Candidates  are  admitted  strictly  in  the 
order  in  which  their  names  are  entered  on  the  Register.

In  spite  of  his  many  public  duties,  Lord  Stalbridge  always 
found  time  to  think  of  the  College  and  its  interests.  For 
thirty-five  years  Lord  Stalbridge  was  an  earnest  and  faithful 
worker,  first  as  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  from 
1878  to  1885,  and  then  as  Hon.  Treasurer  until  within  a 
month  of  his  decease,  which  occurred  on  the  15th  May. 
The  College  Authorities  feel  that  by  his  death  they  have 
lost  a true  and  warm-hearted  friend. 

Dr.  Hartley,  of  Leeds,  the  eminent  oculist,  was  a generous 
and  sympathetic  friend  of  the  Blind,  and  identified  himself 
closely  with  Institutions  established  for  their  benefit.  When 
at  the.  ago  of  sixteen,  blind  pupils  were  .obliged  to  leave 
school,  he  still  continued  his  interest  in  their  welfare.  Any 
one  showing  special  musical  or  literary  ability,  he  always 
tried  to  send  to  Norwood ; his  great  aim  being  to  secure  for 
every  blind  young  man  and  woman  the  best  education  and 
training  of  which  they  were  capable. 
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“ There  is  no  law  on  the  statute  books  compelling  people  to 
move  up  closer  on  the  bench  of  life  to  make  room  for  a blind 
brother  : but  there  is  a divine  law  written  on  the  hearts  of  men 
constraining  them  to  make  a place  for  him,  not  only  because  he 
is  unfortunate,  but  also  because  it  is  his  right  as  a human  being 
to  share  God’s  greatest  gift,  the  privilege  of  man  to  go  forth  unto 
his  work.” — Helen  Keller. 

■Report  of  tbe  executive  Committee. 

Before  entering  upon  the  details  of  the  work  for  the  year  1912 
the  Committee  feel  that  certain  popular  misapprehensions  as  to 
what  the  College  does  and  why  it  appeals  for  the  support  of  the 
Charitable  Public  should  be  made  clear. 

The  College  is  not  and  never  has  been  a private  or  semi-private 
Institution,  but  since  its  opening  in  1872  has  always  been  a Public 
School  dependent  upon  charitable  offerings  and  under  the  manage- 
ment and  control  of  a Patron,  Vice-Patrons,  President,  Vice- 
Presidents.  General  Council  and  Executive  Committee  acting  for 
and  on  behalf  of  the  General  Public. 

The  College  aims  at  educating  and  training  blind  boys  and 
girls,  men  and  women,  to  become  independent.  This  is  done  by 
means  of  Kindergarten,  Elementary,  Secondary,  Musical  and 
Technical  Instruction,  whereby  the  pupils  are  prepared  for 
degrees,  in  both  the  musical  and  scholastic  professions,  Pianoforte 
Tuning,  and  Typewriting  and  Braille  Shorthand.  In  music  the 
student  may  prepare  for  a University  degree,  the  Associateship 
and  Fellowship  degrees  of  the  Royal  College  of  Organists,  the 
Liccntiateship  of  the  Royal  Academy  of  Music,  and  the  Examina- 
tions of  the  Associated  Board  ; in  literature,  preparation  is  given 
for  entering  the  Universities,  or  obtaining  the  Certificates  of 
the  Board  of  Education,  while  in  Pianoforte  Tuning  the  object 
is  to  qualify  the  pupil  to  undertake  duties  in  the  factory  or  ware- 
house, or  to  work  up  a private  connection  ; and  in  Typewriting, 
to  be  fitted  for  office  or  private  work. 

To  successfully  achieve  any  one  of  these  objects  the  College 
authorities  have  always  upheld  the  fundamental  principle  laid 
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down  by  Sir  Francis  Campbell  that  “ the  education  and  training 
of  the  Blind  must  be  at  least  equal,  if  not  superior,  to  that  of  the 
sighted  with  whom  they  have  to  compete.” 

It  was  the  enforcing  of  this  principle  and  the  recognition  of 
the  fact  that  “ physical  training  is  the  lever  which  gives  force 
to  all  other  education  ” which  made  the  Royal  Normal  College 
the  pioneer  Institution  of  the  world  for  the  Musical  and  Higher 
education  of  the  Blind.  (As  the  vitality  of  the  ordinary'  blind 
person  is  about  25  per  cent,  below  that  of  his  sighted  compeer, 
it  is  most  essential  that  careful  attention  is  paid  to  the  physical 
training.) 

The  amounts  charged,  viz..  £35  for  those  under  13  ; £45  for 
those  between  13  and  16,  and  £65  for  those  over  16,  have 
never  covered  the  actual  cost. 

Of  the  present  pupils,  twelve  per  cent,  only  are  paid  for 
entirely  by  their  parents,  the  remaining  eighty-eight  per  cent, 
have  to  be  assisted. 

The  actual  cost  of  educating,  training,  and  maintenance 
on  the  lines  already  stated,  viz.: — That  of  a Public  School  and 
Conservatory  of  Music  together  with  the  upkeep  of  buildings, 
grounds,  etc.,  is  in  round  numbers  about  £9,500. 

Even  when  the  help  of  Public  Authorities  is  persistently 
invoked  and  possibly  secured,  there  remains  over  one-third  of 
the  year’s  income  to  be  obtained  from  charitable  sources. 

During  the  forty  years  of  the  existence  of  the  College,  540  pupils 
have  completed  their  training  and  graduated.  Of  these  505  are 
successfully  earning  their  own  living. 

Seventy-eight  have  obtained  organ  appointments  in  various 
parts  of  the  country.  (See  pp.  41-42.) 

Sixty-eight  (40  women  and  28  men)  are  engaged  in  teaching 
in  other  Schools  and  Classes  for  the  Blind. 

Three  are  clergymen. 

Fifteen  young  women  are  placed  as  shorthand  typists. 

L remainder  are  teachers  of  music  or  pianoforte  tuners. 
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the  accounts  show  an  expenditure  of  £10,529.  The  difference  is 
due  to  the  Committee  being  compelled  to  put  by  £411  per  annum 
towards  the  Mortgage  Redemption  (this  mortgage  will  be  auto- 
matically extinguished  in  1925),  and  at  the  same  time  pay  interest 
on  the  actual  mortgage  itself,  as  well  as  a loan  from  the  Bankers 
of  £3,000. 

These  facts  combine  to  prove  the  need  of  an  annual  income 
from  voluntary  sources  of  at  least  £4,000  (see  p.  16),  and  the 
necessity  of  creating  an  Endowment  Fund. 

Do  not  forget  the  words  of  Carlyle:  “To  make  some  nook  vpp*i. 
of  God's  creation  a little  fruitfuller,  better,  more  worthy  of 
God ; to  make  some  human  hearts  a little  wiser,  manfuller, 
happier,  more  blessed,  less  accursed  It  is  work  for  a God.” 

Will  you  take  part  in  that  work  ? 

Will  those  with  sight  try  and  grasp  what  it  would  mean  to 
be  deprived  of  that  blessing,  and  give  a thankofTering  for  the 
retention  of  their  sight,  the  most  valuable  of  all  faculties,  so 
that  this  national  institution  shall  not  be  crippled,  but  be  able 
to  enlarge  its  efficiency,  and  be  of  still  more  service  to  the 
Blind  in  the  future?

The  zeal  and  loyalty  of  the  Staff  continue  unabated  not  only 
in  but  out  of  the  class-room.  The  College  is  especially  fortunate 
in  having  intelligent,  enthusiastic  men  and  women  who  will  devote 
constant  attention  to  inculcating  a neat  and  agreeable  presence, 
pleasant  manners,  business-like  habits  and  the  formation  of  true 
character.  In  this  respect  blind  people,  if  they  are  to  be  success- 
ful, must  be  even  better  equipped  than  their  seeing  brothers  and 
sisters  for  whatever  work  they  take  up  for  a livelihood.  The 
changes  that  have  occurred  are,  with  one  exception,  in  the 
domestic  staff;  Mrs.  Ansbacher  has  replaced  Miss  Otte ; Miss 
Paulling,  Miss  King,  and  Miss  Carrie  Sail,  Miss  Edwards. 


The  progress  and  conduct  of  the  pupils  has  been  in  most  cases 
satisfactory.  The  College  opened  the  Easter  Term  in  January 
with  122  pupils  on  the  Register.  Of  these  116  were  in  actual

I am  now  having  my  last  grade  singing  certificate  framed 
to  hang  in  the  room  where  I shall  teach,  and  I should  like  my  College  Certifi- 
cate to  accompany  it,  as  they  will  be  the  host  advertisement  I can  have. 

“ 1 am  beginning  to  feel  quite  at  home  with  my  work  now,  and  I have 
been  most  fortunate,  for  I think  this  is  the  best  place  I could  have  had  in 
Carlisle,  and  I have  not  more  than  ten  minutes’  walk  home.  I have  had 
permission  from  my  vicar  to  practise  on  the  Church  organ  for  an  hour  every 
Thursday  afternoon,  so  I look  forward  to  that  all  the  week.” — I.  N.,  Carlisle. 


“ Yule  time  is  with  us  once  again,  so  I thought  I should  like  to  write 
you  a few  lines  to  tell  you  how  I have  been  getting  on  since  I left  the  Col- 
iege. I have  been  persevering  with  the  Braille  and  Typewriting,  and  I 
think  1 have  made  steady  progress.  I find  my  typewriter  a great  help,  as 
it  enables  mo  to  do  my  own  business  and  other  correspondence.

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“As  regards  my  business  affairs  during  1912,  I am  pleased  to  be  ablo 
to  tell  you  that  1 have  progressed  more  than  I had  dared  to  hope.  I have 
some  recollection  in  my  College  days  of  some  disputation  as  to  which  was 
more  useful  to  the  pupils,  tuning  or  music.  Last  year  has  proved  to  me, 
at  any  rate,  that  it  is  as  well  to  gain  as  much  as  possible  in  all  branches  of 
work.  Fifteen  months  ago  I had  no  thought  of  ever  doing  any  literary 
work  ; but,  thanks  to  Mr.  Pearson's  teaching,  1 had  learned  how  to  put  a few 
facts  together  in  a fairly  readable  form.  At  the  beginning  of  last  year  I was 
offered  work  as  a reporter  on  a Boston  paper,  and  a similar  appointment  on 
a Louth  paper  three  months  ago.  This  work,  which  is  quite  easy,  besides 
being  interesting,  will  have  brought  me  in  something  like  £18  during  the 
year.  It  has  also  brought  me  in  touch  with  people  a good  deal,  and  I think 
I have  thereby  got  more  tuning  as  well.  At  any  rate  my  tuning  receipts 
are  some  pounds  in  excess  of  last  year,  and  my  teaching  connection  is  now 
quite  considerable.  I gave  two  musical  lectures  during  the  year,  one  at 
Mablethorpo  lafct  February,  and  another  at  Boston  last  month.  I have 
three  more  similar  engagements  to  fulfil  within  the  nextsix  weeks.  In  making 
up  my  books  I find  that  my  profits  for  the  year,  when  all  business  expenses 
are  deducted,  are  something  over  £75.”

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Patrick  Cufflin  gave  a delightful  entertainment  of 
Song  and  Recitation  on  the  11th  March,  which,  as  usual,  was  much 
enjoyed. 

Mr.  Ivor  James,  accompanied  by  Mr.  Friskin,  gave  Violoncello 
Recitals  on  the  25th  April  and  the  21st  November. 

Professor  Nardi,  an  Italian,  who  lost  his  sight  after  he  had  com- 
pleted his  musical  education,  gave  a Violin  Recital  on  the  29th 
May. 

Mr.  Balfour,  Mr.  Fryer  and  Mr.  Friskin  continued  their  weekly 
Recitals  on  the  Organ  and  Piano.  Mr.  Stewart  Macpherson  dealt 
in  his  fortnightly  lectures  with  “ Die  Meistersinger,”  and  com- 
menced an  extended  course  on  Rhythm,  Form,  Period  and  Style. 

Miss  Mary  Harker  has  kindly  continued  her  lessons  in  Elocu-  Elocution, 
tion,  taking  classes  with  both  the  Boys  and  the  Girls  on  AV ednes- 
day  afternoons.  As  a result,  the  Boys  were  able  to  successfully 
give  “ The  Rivals  ” of  Sheridan  in  its  entirety. 
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The  resident  teachers  endeavour  to  cultivate  a love  of  good 
literature,  and  enlarge  the  outlook  of  the  scholars,  which  from  the 
very  nature  of  things  must  necessarily  be  more  limited  than  that 
of  the  seeing,  by  reading  aloud,  advising  the  pupils’  Reading 
Clubs,  as  well  as  generally  supervising  the  reading  of  the  pupils. 
Special  poetical  and  historical  readings  are  given  in  the  College 
Hall  on  Tuesday  and  Friday  evenings  to  those  over  sixteen.  This 
year  they  comprised  selections  from  Vol.  XIV.  of  the  “ Interna- 
tional Library  of  famous  Literature,”  dealing  with  pieces  by  Maria 
Cummins,  Hans  Christian  Andersen,  Nathaniel  Hawthorne, 
Carroll,  Longfellow,  Thackeray,  Max  O’Rell,  Mark  Twain, 
Dickens,  Stevenson,  Cooper,  Forbes,  Garnett,  Bacon,  Butler, 
Guy  de  Maupassant, 'and  Byron.  Vol.  I.  of  the  "World’s  Great 
Books  ” was  completed  and  special  articles  were  read  on  “ What 
a battleship  can  do,”  “A revolution  in  building,”  "The  incredible 
business  of  the  post,”  etc. 

The  Debating  Societies,  Games’  Clubs  and  Christian  Endeavour 
Societies  are  all  in  a flourishing  condition.  They  are  encouraged 
by  the  Staff  in  every ^way,  as  it  is  essential  to  do  all  that  is  pos- 
sible to  prevent  narrow-mindedness  and  selfish  absorption. 
Several  successful  Social  Evenings  were  also  held  during  the  year. 

These  were  held  for  the  Junior  Boys  on  the  10th  July,  the 
Girls  on  the  12th,  and  the  Senior  Boys  on  the  13th.  The  pro- 
grammes included  such  items  as  Flat  Racing  of  different  distances. 
High  Jumping,  Sack  Racing,  Wrestling,  Wheel-barrow  Racing, 
Cock-fighting,  Walking  Races,  Rope-skipping  Contests,  Three- 
legged  Racing,  Stilt  Walking,  Obstacle  Racing,  Putting  the 
Weight,  Tug-of-War,  etc.  The  Sports  are  under  the  manage- 
ment of  the  Games  Clubs,  who  work  off  the  preliminary  heats, 
leaving  only  semi-finals  or  finals  for  the  actual  Sports’  Days, 
secure  judges,  provide  prizes,  prepare  programmes,  invite  visi- 
tors, and  supply  refreshments.  These  occasions  are  usually 
followed  by  an  open-air  tea  and  a Social.  Such  functions  are 
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most  useful  m creating  and  maintaining  a true  esprit  de  corps 
and  acquiring  experience  in  organisation. 

On  the  17th  January,  Mr.  Stewart  Macpherson,  our  Professor  Concerts, 
of  Harmony  and  Counterpoint,  gave  a lecture  and  demonstration  ?tc".'g“™  b“ 
to  the  Music  Teachers’  Association  on  Musical  Appreciation.  At  "1'!  ''"P"S' ' ' 
his  request  eight  of  our  little  girls  and  boys  took  part. 

In  March,  two  of  the  little  girls  read  portions  of  Scripture  from 
Braille  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the  British  and  Foreign 
Bible  Society,  held  in  the  Guildhall,  under  the  Chairmanship  of  the 
Lord  Mayor.  The  following  is  an  extract  from  a letter  of  thanks 
from  the  Rev.  Harry  Scott  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  : — 

“ Tlle  Lord  Mayor  was  particularly  impressed— as  indeed  we  all  were— 
with  the  beautiful  reading  of  the  Psalm  and  Gospel  by  the  two  children, 
who,  through  your  kindness,  came  as  representing  the  Normal  College.  I 
write  now  in  the  name  of  the  Committee  and  on  my  own  behalf  to  thank 
you  and  the  girls  veiy  warmly.” 

On  the  26th  of  the  same  mouth  the  Select  Choir  and  a team  of 
boys  assisted  at  the  First  Annual  Display  of  the  Croydon  Physical 
Culture  Classes  at  Scarbrook  Road  Baths.  Sir  Frederick  and 
Lady  Edridge  presided,  and  the  Mayor  and  Mayoress  were  also  in 
attendance. 

On  the  29th  May  a Missionary  Meeting,  organised  by  Miss 
Chapman  to  raise  money  to  establish  a School  for  the  Blind  and 
Deaf  of  Ceylon,  was  held  in  the  College  Hall.  Miss  Elsie  Bausor, 

•one  of  our  graduates,  has  since  returned  with  Miss  Chapman,  to 
teach  in  the  new  School. 

In  July  a typist  and  two  children  attended  a Bazaar  at  Ealing, 
at  the  request  of  Miss  Beatrice  Taylor,  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Sun- 
beam Mission,  and  gave  demonstrations  of  Reading,  Writing, 
Kindergarten,  Sewing  and  Typewriting.

On  the  5th  December  the  Choir  gave  a very  successful  Concert 
at  the  Masonic  Hall,  Wimbledon.  The  object  was  to  interest 
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Visitors. 
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the  people  of  the  district  in  Maud  Swinnejr,  who  graduated  in 
the  summer,  and  is  starting  as  a music  teacher  in  this  locality.

The  handicap  of  blindness  must  be  lightened  by  giving  an 
education  equal,  and  if  possible,  superior  to  that  of  the  seeing 
competitor.  With  such  an  education  the  blind  man  is  then  able 
to  go  into  the  open  market  and  say,  “ I ask  to  be  employed 
.because  I am  fully  competent  to  dojthe  work  I undertake.  If 
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after  trial  my  statement  is  proved  to  be  incorrect,  dismiss  me  ; 
if  the  contrary,  then  give  me  the  same  wages  as  a seeing  man  in 
my  place  would  receive.” 

It  is  our  earnest  hope  that  the  work  of  this  pioneer  Institution, 
which  has  been  carried  on  in  spite  of  many  obstacles,  during 
the  last  forty  years,  under  the  direction  of  Sir  Francis  Campbell, 
will  be  made  permanent  by  means  of  the  Endowment  Fund,  for 
which  the  Executive  Committee  are  appealing.  If  this  hope 
is  realised,  the  College  will  be  able  to  continue  its  beneficent  and 
national  work  of  sending  out  into  the  world  blind  men  and  women 
who  will  hold  their  own  manfully  and  courageously  in  the  battle 
of  life,  thus  proving  their  right  to  employment  and  citizenship.

The  College  includes  five  Departments  : — A Preparatory 
School,  a Secondary  School,  a Training  College,  a Technical 
School  and  an  Academy  of  Music.  The  following  is  the 
Course  of  Instruction  : — 

1.  Physical  Education,  including  Gymnastics  (English, 

Swedish,  German,  and  American),  Dancing  and  Deport- 
ment, Swimming,  Skating,  Rowing,  Cycling,  and  other 
Athletic  Sports. 

2.  General  Education,  including,  in  the  Preparatory  course, 

Kindergarten  work,  Reading,  Writing,  Scripture, 
Arithmetic,  Geography,  Modelling,  Sloyd,  Nature  Study, 
and  Object  Lessons  in  the  elements  of  various  subjects  ; 
in  the  Secondary  Course,  Literature,  History,  Science, 
Mathematics,  Typewriting,  Shorthand,  French,  Latin, 
and  Greek.  In  the  Secondary  course,  the  Students 
may  prepare  for  the  Board  of  Education  and  University 
Examinations.  In  the  Smith  Training  College  course, 
under  the  Education  Department,  the  Students  take  the 
Training  College  Examination,  and  obtain  their  Certifi- 
cates as  School  Teachers. 

3.  The  Science  and  Practice  of  Music,  including  the  training 

of  Music  Teachers,  Pianists,  Organists,  Choirmasters, 
and  Vocalists.  The  instruction  afforded  the  pupils  iJ 
equal  to  that  given  in  the  best  Conservatoires  for  the 
Seeing.  Those  who  intend  to  follow  Music  as  a 
profession  receive  special  training  in  the  art  of  Teaching. 
Great  attention  is  given  to  Chanting  and  the  Training 
and  Management  of  Choirs.  All  the  pupils  attend 
numerous  Lectures,  Recitals,  and  Concerts. 
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4.  Technical  Education,  including  Mechanical  Training  and 
Pianoforte  Tuning.  No  Tuner  is  granted  a Certificate 
without  serving  an  apprenticeship  of  several  years,  and 
undergoing  a thorough  Mechanical  Examination. 

The  College  is  undenominational  and  the  pupils  are  taken  Religions 
to  the  Churches  and  Chapels  in  the  vicinity,  in  accordance  with  lmtructlon' 
the  wishes  of  their  parents  or  guardians. 

For  religious  instruction  the  pupils  are  arranged  in  classes, 

Church  of  England  and  Nonconformist,  under  the  charge  of 
the  resident  teachers,  while  members  of  other  sects  are  under 
teachers  of  their  own  denomination. 

The  children  in  the  Preparatory  Department  have  separate  Kindergartan 
houses  and  playgrounds,  where  all  the  arrangements  are  preparatory 
adapted  to  the  special  requirements  of  children.  They  come  School, 
to  the  main  school  building  for  morning  and  evening  prayers, 
school-classes,  pianoforte,  singing  and  harmony  lessons,  and 
also  for  all  the  Musical  Recitals,  Lectures,  etc.  They  have 
classes  in  the  Gymnasium  and  lessons  in  the  Swimming  Bath. 

This  arrangement  gives  the  children  the  advantages  of  the 
Cottage  system  and  at  the  same  time  the  resources  of  a large 
school. 

Great  attention  is  always  given  to  hand  training.  The  Blind, 
as  a class,  are  helpless,  and  many  children,  nay,  even  those  who 
are  older,  cannot  dress  themselves  or  eat  properly  at  the  table, 
when  they  enter  the  College.  When  such  is  the  case,  the  first 
lessons  are  in  dressing,  eating,  etc.  * the  children  have  Kinder- 
garten, Modelling,  Cane-weaving,  Sloyd,  and  the  girls  Sewing 
and  Knitting.  They  also  have  lessons  in  learning  locality  and 
direction,  for  the  intuitive  faculty  which  guides  some  children  is 
entirely  wanting  in  others. 

All  the  children  have  instruction  in  Class  singing  (until  their  lMtruction. 
voices  change),  special  attention  being  given  to  breathing,  pro-

nunciation,  and  ear-training.  As  soon  as  they  understand  the 
relation  of  numbers  and  can  grasp  the  idea  of  rhythm,  instruction 
on  the  Pianoforte  begins  : this  is  usually  at  seven  or  eight  years 
of  age.  An  elementary  knowledge  of  Harmony  is  given  in  the 
piano  lessons,  and  at  about  eleven  years  of  age,  the  pupils  are 
taught  the  subject  in  the  regular  classes. 

In  the  Secondary  Department  some  students  prepare  for 
University  Examinations  and  others  for  the  Preliminary 
Examination  of  the  Board  of  Education.  Those  who  pass  the 
latter  examination  afterwards  take  the  course  in  the  Smith 
Training  College.  The  pupils  in  the  Musical  Department 
join  these  students  in  some  subjects,  and  thus  obtain  that 
mental  culture  which  is  so  important  to  the  success  of  blind 
musicians.  The  pupils  have  the  use  of  a large  and  well 
selected  library,  containing  5,887  volumes.  They  attend 
University  Extension  Lectures,  and  Lectures  to  Teachers  given 
under  the  auspices  of  the  London  County  Council. 

For  those  over  sixteen,  the  Course  in  Music  includes  instruction 
on  the  Pianoforte  and  Organ,  and  in  Singing,  Harmony,  Counter- 
point and  Composition  : the  pupils  are  prepared  for  the  Associate 
and  Fellowship  Examinations  of  the  Royal  College  of  Organists, 
and  the  Licentiate  Examination  of  the  Royal  Academy  in  Singing 
and  Pianoforte  Playing.  The  Professors  on  the  Staff  are  selected 
from  those  holding  appointments  at  the  Royal  College  of  Music, 
Royal  Academy  of  Music,  and  the  Guildhall  School  of  Music. 
In  order  to  gain  practical  experience,  those  studying  the  organ 
take  their  turn  at  the  morning  and  evening  services,  in  accom- 
panying the  Choir  in  Hymns,  Psalms  and  Anthems.  Those  study- 
ing  the  piano  have  careful  instruction  in  technique  and  they 
are  able  to  utilise  that  instruction  in  teaching  their  own  pupils. 
They  attend  Lectures  at  which  demonstrations  are  given  of  the

No.  i is  taking  down  in  shorthand  a telephonic  message. 

No.  2 is  taking  down  correspondence  in  shorthand  from  dictation. 

No.  3 and  the  remainder  ot  the  typists  are  transcribing  their  shorthand  notes. 
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by  giving  instruction  to  some  of  the  younger  pupils.  The  same 
holds  true  of  those  who  are  preparing  to  teach  Singing. 

The  Musical  Department  is  furnished  with  60  pianos,  five 
pipe  organs  and  a large  library  of  Braille  music.  In  this  de- 
partment the  indirect  instruction  gained  in  Recitals  and 
Concerts  proves  an  important  part  of  the  training.  The  weekly 
Recitals  of  Mr.  J.  Friskin,  Mr.  H.  Fryer  and  Mr.  H.  L.  Balfour, 
Mus.  Bac.,  F.R.C.O.,  are  attended  by  the  whole  school.  Once  a 
fortnight  Mr.  Stewart  Macpherson  lectures  on  Musical  Composers 
and  their  works.  The  Pupils  also  attend  many  of  the  best 
Concerts  in  London. 


A large  number  of  the  pupils  in  the  School  Department  learn  ^shorthLa. 


typewriting  as  soon  as  they  become  thoroughly  proficient  in 
reading  and  writing  Braille.  It  is  an  invaluable  help  in 
writing  notes  of  lessons,  compositions,  analyses,  etc.,  besides 
forming  the  means  of  communication  with  a large  number  of 
sighted  friends,  and  is  an  incentive  to  become  a good  letter  writer 
A few  who  show  special  aptitude  for  the  work  afterwards  take 
an  advanced  or  professional  course,  which  includes  shorthand 
writing,  tabulating,  duplicate  and  other  copying,  plays, 
specifications  and  the  general  routine  recpiirements  of  a com- 
mercial house. 


All  the  pupils  receive  thorough  training  in  all  forms  of  physical  Training, 
culture  which  arouses  their  energy,  stimulates  their  courage, 
and  gives  them  independence  to  meet  and  overcome  the  many 
difficulties  that  lie  in  the  path  of  the  Blind  who  are  seeking 
remunerative  employment. 

The  Physical  Department  has  a large  Gymnasium  provided 
with  55  distinct  pieces  of  apparatus,  embracing  the  best  features 
of  the  Swedish,  American  and  German  systems.  There  is  also 
a Skating  Rink  and  Swimming  Bath.  Large  Playgrounds 
afford  plenty  of  free  space  where  the  pupils  can  engage  in 
races  and  other  athletic  games  ; there  are  also  a Cycle  Track, 

Swings  Tilts,  Skittle  Alleys,  Giant  Strides,  Balance  Beam,  etc.

Those  pupils  who  show  aptitude  in  hand-work,  and  have  a good 
ear,  are  ready  at  16,  sometimes  at  15,  to  begin  a course  in  Piano- 
forte Tuning.  The  time  spent  in  Pianoforte  Timing  varies  in 
the  several  grades.  The  beginners,  who  are  usually  still  working 
in  school  and  music,  spend  two  hours  per  day,  the  next  grade 
gives  the  whole  of  the  morning,  and  the  third  grade  devote  the 
greater  part  of  the  day,  either  to  tuning  or  mechanical  work. 
As  it  is  necessary  for  a blind  tuner,  who  wishes  to  be  thoroughly 
qualified,  to  receive  instruction  also  in  Singing  and  on  the 
Pianoforte,  from  four  to  six  years  are  required  before  he  will 
be  ready  to  enter  for  his  examination.  As  it  is  helpful  for  a 
blind  man  to  have  as  many  avenues  as  possible  for  securing 
employment,  many  of  our  tuners  also  qualify  as  Organists. 

There  are  thirty  pianos  set  apart  for  instruction  and  practice 
in  pianoforte  tuning.  We  have  a great  variety  of  instruments, 
in  order  that  the  pupils  may  become  acquainted  with  the  mechani- 
cal construction  of  various  makers.  In  addition  to  these  there 
are  sixty  pianos  in  the  Musical  Department  to  be  kept  in  tune 
and  repair.  There  are  five  old  pianos  and  four  frames  for 
teaching  stringing,  also  models  for  teaching  repairing,  and 
others  for  showing  the  different  actions  used  by  different 
makers.  Finally  pupils  are  sent  to  London  to  gain  further 
experience  by  working  at  various  Piano  Factories  before  being 
permitted  to  sit  for  their  Certificate  examination. 
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The  College  is  open  to  the  young  Blind  of  either  sex  up  to  Limit, 
the  age  of  twenty-one.

No  remission  will  be  made  unless  a pupil,  through  illness, 
has  been  absent  consecutively  for  at  least  half  the  term.  In 
the  event  of  such  illness,  the  Executive  Committee,  upon 
written  application  being  made  to  them,  accompanied  by  a 
proper  medical  certificate,  will  remit  half  the  term’s  fee.  In 
no  instance  will  more  than  this  amount  be  remitted.

Extracts  from  an  Account  of  the  Re-Union  of  Old  Pupils, 
Sept.  9th  to  12th,  1912,  and  the 
Presentation  to  Sir  Francis  and  Lady  Campbell. 

The  visitors  began  to  arrive  on  Monday  the  9th,  and  were  welcomed  by 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Guy  Campbell,  to  whose  careful  organisation  and  supervision 
of  all  the  arrangements  their  comfort  and  pleasure  in  a large  measure  were 
due.  Quite  a number  were  accompanied  by  their  wives,  and  it  was  delightful 
to  sec  what  a wise  choice  they  had  made.  On  Tuesday  morning  all  met 
for  prayers  at  nine  o’clock,  and  the  hearty  singing  of  the  hymn  seemed  to 
give  the  keynote  to  the  whole  day.  At  ten  o’clock  on  that  morning,  Mr. 
Hollins  gave  an  Organ  Recital,  and  invited  Mr.  Warrilow  to  take  part  in 
the  programme.  By  special  request  Mr.  Hollins  played  several  of  his 
latest  compositions ; also  “ The  Answer,”  by  Mr.  Wolstenholme.  Mr.

From  3 p.m.  till  0 p.m  , there  was  an  interesting  discussion  on  different  school 
matters,  and  this  over,  the  company  adjourned  to  the  Gymnasium,  where 
Lady  Campbell  entertained  all  to  supper. 


THE  PRESENTATION  CEREMONY. 

It  was  perhaps  to  the  gathering  at  8 p.m.,  in  the  College  Hall,  to  which 
the  greatest  significance  was  attached.  It  was  a truly  memorable  and 
unique  assembly,  the  first  time,  surely,  when  120  blind  graduates  ever  met 
to  make  a presentation  to  a blind  Principal.  The  warmth  of  the  reception 
they  gave  Sir  Francis  and  Lady  Campbell  was  toucliing  in  its  sincerity, 
and  no  one  could  have  witnessed  the  proceedings  without  being  deeply 
stirred. 

The  chair  was  taken  by  Mr.  Alfred  Hollins,  the  famous  blind  organist, 
who  was  supported  on  the  platform  by  a number  of  members  of  the  com- 
mittee who  had  arranged  the  reunion. 

Mr.  Guy  Campbell  read  letters  of  regret  from  friends  unable  to  be  present. 
Some  thirty  letters  were  received. 

Mr.  Henry  J.  Wilson,  of  the  Gardner  Trust  for  the  Blind,  wrote : “ My  wife 
and  I feel  much  gratified  at  being  asked  to  be  present  at  the  supper  to  be  given 
by'Sir  Francis  and  Lady  Campbell  to  the  old  pupils,  and  it  is  with  sincere 
regret  that,  owing  to  absence  from  London,  we  are  prevented  from  accepting 
the  kind  invitation.  I am  convinced  there  will  be  a unanimous  expression 
of  gratitude  to  Sir  Francis  and  Lady  Campbell  for  their  combined  efforts 
in  making  their  students  self-supporting  and  respected  members  of  the 
community,  and  in  setting  them  noble  and  high  examples  of  useful  and 
strenuous  lives.  It  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  Sir  Francis  and  Lady  Camp- 
bell have  endeared  themselves  to  the  hearts  of  all  workers  for  the  Blind, 
and  of  all  the  Blind  with  whom  they  have  come  in  contact.  The  Royal 
Normal  College  will  bo  a lasting  memorial  to  them  long  after  wo  privileged 
co-workers  and  grateful  students  have  passed  away.  I shall  never  forget 
thoir  sympathy  and  kindness  to  mo,  when  I,  an  ignoramus,  took  up  the 
interesting  work  for  the  Blind.  To  both  of  them  I owe  more  than  1 can 
express  in  words.” 

Colonel  F.  Campbell,  C.B.,  of  the  Executive  Committee,  telegraphed 
the  following  message  from  Oban,  Scotland  : — “ Regret  absence  attending 
Campbell  gathering.  Feel  proud  of  name  borne  by  so  many  heroes,  includ- 
ing Sir  Francis,  the  ‘ Grand  Old  Man  of  the  Blind.’  Wishing  success.” 

A very  interesting  letter  was  also  read  from  Mr.  Philip  E.  Layton,  of 
Montreal,  an  old  pupil  of  tho  College,  who  is  now  in  business  in  Canada, 
and  is  lion,  treasurer  of  the  Montreal  Association  for  the  Blind. 

Mr.  Hollins,  speaking  with  great  feeling,  said  : — 

“ 1 am  sure  we  all  appreciate  these  letters,  but  I must  say  that  the  refer- 
ence Mr.  Layton  has  made  to  ravself  has  filled  me  with  further  embarrass- 
ment. They  say  that  in  America,  when  they  get  a new  organist,  they  put 
up  a board  behind  him  on  which  is  written  : ‘ Don’t  shoot  the  organist, 
he  is  doing  his  best.’  I think  I ought  to  have  a similar  notice  behind  me 
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to-night  : ‘ Please  don’t  shoot  the  Chairman,  he  is  doing  his  best.’  I will 
try  to  do  my  best,  but  when  one  is  taking  part  in  a meeting  like  this,  one’s 
heart  is  very  full.  We  began  the  day  with  a delightful  service,  wliicli  one 
can  never  forget,  and  the  day  has  been  full  of  old  associations.  Now  we 
have  come  to  the  crowning  function,  and  the  Committee,  the  result  of  whoso 
efforts  is  our  gathering  hero  to-night,  have  done  me  the  great  honour  to 
ask  me  to  be  their  spokesman,  and  not  only  theirs,  but  also  of  the  past  and 
present  students  of  the  College.  I feel  this  to  be  a great  honour,  and  I am 
proud  to  be  entrusted  with  such  a task.  But  I think  you  will  agree  with  me 
that  it  is  a difficult  one.  First,  there  are  those  among  you,  and  we  have 
had  an  instance  of  it  this  morning,  who  possess  the  gift  of  language  to  a far 
greater  degree  than  myself.  And  then,  even  if  I were  the  best  speaker 
in  the  room,  it  seems  to  me  formal  speeches  are  inadequate  to  express  the 
real  deep  feeling — when  the  heart  is  in  it,  words  fail  one. 

“ I think,  Sir  Francis,  all  present  will  agree  with  me  that  when  those  of 
us  who  have  an  intimate  knowiedge  of  your  w'ork,  look  upon  it  as  it  is  now 
and  remember  its  small  beginnings,  wre  cannot  help  being  tilled  with  a feeling 
of  pride  and  at  the  same  time  of  profound  thankfulness,  for  its  ever-increasing 
prosperity,  and  that  you  have  lived  to  see  it  crowned  with  success.  Your 
untiring  energy,  constancy  of  'purpose  and  dauntless  perseverance  in 
overcoming  all  obstacles  have  been  so  well  and  so  often  commented  upon  that  I 
will  not  dwell  upon  them  here.  Our  late  King  honoured  you  for  this,  and  we, 
too,  would  add  our  tribute  of  honour,  if  in  a more  humble  way , yet  with  no 
less  feeling  of  gratitude  and  warm  appreciation. 

“ I will  not  weary  you  with  any  reminiscences,  because  the  reminiscences 
w'ere  so  delightfully  done  this  morning.  But  I wrant  to  recall  one  incident, 
because  now'  the  time  has  come  when  you  are  not  getting  younger  every  day. 
If  we  w'ho  are  out  in  the  world  fighting  life’s  battle  could  renew  our  old 
college  days,  how’  we  w'ould  miss  the  familiar  ‘ Rise  and  shine,  storm  the 
fort  and  capture  the  castle,  take  the  prisoners  and  put  them  all  in  ! ’ Ladies 
and  gentlemen,  I wrell  remember  that  I was  put  in.  Even  as  I recall  this, 
many  here,  I am  sure,  feel  the  shock  of  that  daily  immersion.  All ! those 
were  happy  mornings,  in  spite  of  the  parody  composed  by  one  of  our  number, 
containing  the  following  lines  : — 

* Oh,  the  cruel,  cruel  warning  of  the  iron-tongued  disturber 
Which  calls  us  to  the  bathroom  with  the  ice  upon  the  windows. 

“ I mention  this  to  show',  as  Miss  Campbell  said  this  morning  that  these 
episodes  formed  part  of  your  great  scheme  to  make  men  and  women  of  us 
and  I think,  sir,  they  have  fulfilled  their  purpose. 

“ And  nowT  I trust  I may  be  pardoned  if  I touch  upon  the  more  sacred 
relations  of  life,  but  I cannot,  let  this  evening  pass  without  referring,  Lady 
Campbell,  to  the  striking  example  you  havo  been  of  a faithfully  loyal  and 
unceasingly  devoted  wife.  You  have  shown  us  blind  folk  what  an  in- 
comparable blessing  the  ungrudging  help  of  the  sighted  is,  and  may  it  e our 
duty  never  to  consider  that  help , when  it  is  given,  as  our  due,  or  to  take  it  as 
a matter  of  course,  but  to  learn  how  rightly  to  value  it. 

“ With  you  both  it  has  ever  been — 

* Come,  labour  on  : 

So  time  for  rest  till  glows  the  western  »ky(> 

And  the  long  shadows  o’er  our  pathway  lie. 

“ And  w'C  know  that  to  you  also 

• The  glad  sound  will  come  with  the  setting  sun, 

" Servants,  well  done.” ' 
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“ As  most  of  you  know,  the  function  which  has  brought  us  together  is  to 
pay  our  tribute  of  honour  to  Sir  Francis  and  Lady  Campbell,  and,  before 
I have  the  pride  and  pleasure  of  performing  that  function,  may  I call  upon 
Mr.  Mines  to  add  to  what  I have  said.”  . 

Mr,  J.  H.  Mines:  “Sir  Francis  and  Lady  Campbell,  Mr.  Chairman, 
ladies  and  gentlemen,  I feel  that  I am  in  an  honoured  position,  but  also 
in  a difficult  position,  for  our  friend  Mr.  Hollins  is  a fluent  speaker.  He 
spoke  of  the  King  doing  you  honour,  but  he  also  did  us  an  honour,  for  he 
gave  us  an  Englishman.  We  do  not  object  to  Americans,  but  still,  we  like 
to  call  you  our  own,  you  are  an  English  citizen.  Looking  back,  many  of  us 
regret  the  troublo  we  gave  you  when  wo  were  youngsters.  Wo  used  to 
think  the  punishments  awfully  hard  and  come  quivering  up  to  get  the 
slipper ; although  we  smarted  a bit,  we  know  they  were  meant  in  kindness. 
And  any  time  when  we  have  come  back  as  old  pupils,  you  and  Lady  Campbell 
have  always  given  us  a warm  welcome  and  made  us  feel  at  home.  It  is 
needless  to  say  what  happiness  you  have  brought  into  our  lives.  I have 
seen  tho  difference  in  the  lives  of  poor  fellows  who  have  not  had  the  oppor- 
tunity of  coming  to  the  College.  The  pupils  of  the  College  are  doing  good 
work  all  over  the  world.  Take  Canada — there  Layton  has  started  a school  ; 
that  came  from  you.  Then  in  Liverpool  there  is  a good  school  which 
originated  from  you,  and  you  may  mention  institution  after  institution  which 
was  unknown  in  old  days,  but  which  to-day  are  splendid  institutions. 
Then  we  have  Mr.  Guy  Campbell  and  Mr.  Chas.  Campbell,  who  are  actively 
engaged  in  work  for  the  Blind.  Sir  Francis,  we  trust  that  in  four  years* 
time,  when  we  hope  to  have  another  re-union,  wo  shall  still  find  you  here  in 
good  health  and  strength,  and  without  being  disrespectful — for  Colonel 
Campbell  said  you  were  ‘ the  Grand  Old  Man  of  the  Blind  ’ — may  I say 
that  Lady  Campbell  is — I cannot  say  ‘ the  Grand  Old  Woman,’  but  ‘ the 
Grand  Young  Woman  of  tho  Blind.’  All  I can  say,  Sir  Francis  and  Lady 
Campbell,  is,  that  we  feel  deeply  touched  to  think  of  what  you  have  done 
for  us  in  the  past,  and,  I may  say,  in  the  future,  for  your  work  for  U3  will 
go  right  through  our  lives.” 

The  Chairman  : “ Before  I read  the  Address,  Mr.  Mines  has  reminded 
me  of  something  which  I cannot  resist  telling  you.  Ho  was  in  a difficulty 
just  now  because  he  did  not  think  it  complimentary  to  call  Lady  Campbell 
the  Grand  Old  Woman,  but  I once  committed  the  same  sort  of  mistake. 
When  I had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  Lady  Campbell  and  Sir  Francis  in  June, 
it  was  the  first  time  I had  seen  Sir  Francis  since  he  was  knighted,  and  I 
said  : ‘ Oh,  Lady  Campbell,  this  is  the  first  time  I have  seen  you  since  you 
have  been  made  a lady.’  I am  glad  to  say  that  she  forgave  me  on  tho 
spot. 

“ And  now,  dear  Sir  Francis  and  Lady  Campbell,  I have  the  pride  and 
privilege  of  reading  to  you  the  Illuminated  Address  which  accompanies  tho 
gifts,  which  Mr.  Guy  Campbell  will  hand  to  mo  presently  to  give  to  you.

“ Wo,  the  past  and  present  students  of  tho  Royal  Normal  College, 
desire  to  express  to  you  our  deep  sense  of  gratitude  for  the  untiring 
zeal  and  never-failing  kindness  with  which  you  have,  for  so  many  years, 
fostered  and  furthered  our  worthiest  interests. 

“ On  behalf  of  tho  blind,  you  have  fought  a glorious  fight  against 
projudico  and  ignoranco  ; and,  to-day,  the  Royal  Normal  College,  with 
its  forty  years’  record  of  splendid  achievement,  'stands  a noble  monument 
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to  the  whole-hearted  devotion  with  which  you  have  pursued  your  life’s 
exalted  aim. 

“ The  thoughtful  solicitude  with  which  you  have  watched  over  our 
individual  welfare  must  ever  keep  the  memory  of  your  goodness  fresh 
in  our  hearts,  as  it  inspires  us  with  feelings  towards  you  of  profoundest 
respect  and  esteem  ; and  it  is  our  earnest  prayer  that  your  future  may  be 
brightened  by  the  knowledge  of  these  assurances. 

“ We  ask  your  acceptance  of  this  address,  with  the  accompanying 
silver  tea  and  coffee  service,  clock  and  brooch,  as  an  evidence  of  our 
heartfelt  appreciation  of  your  noble  efforts  in  the  cause  of  the  blind. 
We  trust  that  a rich  portion  of  your  spirit  may  descend  on  those  who  carry 
on  the  work  with  which  you  have  been  so  long  and  so  honourably  identi- 
fied ; and  that  the  College  may  ever  uphold  the  high  ideals  for  which  it 
was  founded.

December,  1872.  Some  of  them  are  with  us  to-night,  and  some  t 
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to  that  Home  where  there  is  no  darkness.  Between  these  two  presentations, 
how  much  lias  happened  for  which  wo  have  cause  to  be  thankful.  How 
many  friends  have  been  raised  up  to  help  the  College,  how  many  fellow- 
workers  on  ( lie  Staff  have  devoted  themselves  untiringly  to  assist  us  in  the 
daily  round  of  duties,  how  many  earnest  scholars  have  worked  perseveringly 
to  acquire  that  knowledge  and  skill  which  would  enable  them  to  be  a credit 
to  us  and  themselves.  For  these  and  all  other  blessings,  we  thank  that 
loving  Father  Who  helps  and  sustains  all  those  who  trust  in  Him.” 

The  Chairman  : “ I am  sure  I am  expressing  the  feeling  of  us  all  when 
I say  we  do  indeed  appreciate  the  graceful  speech  that  Lady  Campbell 
has  just  made,  and  all  the  kind  things  she  has  done  this  day — truly  one 
might  say  always,  but  to-day  is  now  uppermost  in  our  hearts. 

“ And  now  I have  great  pleasure  in  calling  upon  Mr.  Scorah  to  say  a few 
words  to  us.” 

Mr.  Scorah  : “ Sir  Francis,  Lady  Campbell,  ladies  and  gentlemen, 
I must  ask  you  to  pardon  any  inaptness  of  expression.  It  is  not  in  my  line 
to  speak  in  public,  but  I have  been  honoured  by  being  asked  to  say  a few 
words  on  this  memorable  occasion.  Lady  Campbell  has  alluded  to  the 
past,  but  it  is  much  too  sacred  a subject  for  me  to  dissect.  I cannot  attempt 
that,  but  as  one  of  the  earliest  pupils  in  this  institution  I have  memories, 
lasting  over  a long  period,  of  the  merits,  and  of  the  sterling  qualities  of  those 
of  whom  we  have  been  speaking  this  evening.  They  are  not  increased 
by  what  we  say  of  them  ; in  fact,  it  is  impossible  to  affect  what  has  been 
done  in  the  past  by  any  attempt  at  appreciation  on  our  part ; but  we 
deeply  feel  the  privilege  we  have  this  evening  of  sharing  in  such  a memorable 
tribute  to  these  two  principal  characters  in  an  epoch-making  period  of  the 
history  of  our  nation,  and  marking  the  special  manner  in  which  they  have 
placed  the  class  to  which  we  belong  on  an  entirely  different  piano  to 
that  on  which  it  was  before  they  began  to  work.  I think  I am  right  in 
saying  the  position  of  the  blind  is  entirely  different  now  from  what  it  was 
before  1872.  This  Institution  lias  given  a splendid  example  of  equipping 
blind  people  for  the  battle  of  life.  The  evolution  is  bound  to  continue,  and 
the  system  must  improve  as  time  goes  on.  We  all  have  sacred  memories 
of  the  past,  especially  the  earlier  pupils,  because  wc  have  received  from 
Sir  Francis  and  Lady  Campbell  special  lessons  which  we  can  remember 
individually.  We  join  unanimously  in  paying  homage  to  our  respected 
Principal  and  Lady  Superintendent. 

“ Now  it  is  my  duty  to  say  as  well  as  I can  how  much  wo  are  indebted 
to  Lady  Campbell  for  the  entertainment  she  provided  for  us  this  evening. 
We  very  deeply  appreciate  and  gratefully  acknowledge  the  entertainment 
and  hospitality  which  has  been  extended  to  us  in  this  present  re-union, 
and  especially  this  afternoon  by  Lady  Campbell.  I beg  to  propose  a voto 
of  thanks  to  her.  I hope  you  will  signify  in  the  usual  manner,  the  thank- 
fulness which  we  cannot  express  as  we  should  like.” 

Mr.  West  : “ I second  this  vote  of  thanks  with  great  pleasure.” 

In  reply  to  the  voto  of  thanks,  Lady  Campbell  said  : ‘‘I  feel  in  regard 
to  this  last  vote  of  thanks,  that  I really  must  pass  it  on  to  our  able  and 
hard-working  staff,  because  the  labour  has  been  borne  by  them.  It  was 
my  thought  to  have  the  entertainment  for  you,  and  when  I suggested  it, 
it  was  taken  up  so  heartily  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Guy  Campbell,  all  the  matrons 
and  servants,  it  is  really  to  them  that  you  owe  its  great  success.  Therefore 
I havo  great  pleasure  in  passing  this  last  vote  of  thanks  on  to  them.” 

The  Executive  Committee  were  also  thanked  for  allowing  the  Re-union 
to  take  placo  at  the  College.  Mr.  Josiah  Beddow,  responding  to  the  vote, 
said  he  was  delighted  to  be  present,  and  would  report  the  great  success  of 
the  gathering  to  the  Committee.  It  was  a very  great  privilege  for  him  to 
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witness  their  appreciation  of  the  grand  work  done  by  Sir  Francis  and  Ladv 
Campbell,  and  a great  pleasure  to  meet  his  old  friend  Mr.  Hollins  whose 
loss  from  Norwood  he  had  never  ceased  to  deplore. 

Miss  A.  Campbell,  in  moving  a vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Carr,  the  lion  secre- 
tary of  the  Re-umon  Committee,  for  his  services,  said  she  believed  her  life 
would  have  been  of  little  good  to  herself  or  anyone  else,  had  she  not  come 
to  the  College.  It,  however,  had  been  a life  of  joy  and  sunshine  there 
and  she  enjoyed  her  teaching  work. 

Mr.  Royston  seconded,  and  the  vote  to  Mr.  Carr  was  heartily  accorded, 
and  acknowledged  by  him.  He  thanked  all  who  had  assisted  him,  and 
especially  mentioned  the  great  help  he  had  received  from  Mr.  and’  Mrs. 
Guy  Campbell. 

On  the  call  of  the  Chairman,  hearty  cheers  were  given  for  Sir  Francis  and 
Lady  Campbell,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Guy  Campbell,  and  the  Staff,  and  this  brought 
the  memorable  gathering  to  a close. 

Subsequently  an  impromptu  concert  was  given,  the  proceedings  lasting 
until  eleven  o’clock.
